Good News _:: 
On Palestine 
Due, Report 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

LONDON — Important develop- 
ments concerning Palestine are 
expected here after the return of 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
from his meeting with Roosevelt 
and Stalin in Tcheran, it was pre- 
dicted this week. 

The prediction was made on the 

besis of negotiations now being 
carried on by Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann, president of the Jewish 
Agency. Zionist delegations from 
Palestine and from the United 
States will arrive soon to assist 
Dr. Weizmann in his negotiations, 
it was revealed by Zionist leaders 
here. 
. Meanwhile, it was reported here 
that Emir Feisal, the son of King 
Ibn Saud and foreign minister of 
Saudi Arabia, who recently visited 
the United States, may be received 
by President Roosevelt who is now 
en route home from Teheran. The 
place where the Arab leader will 
meet with Roosevelt was not dis- 
closed. 

Zionist leaders here are opti- 
mistic concerning Dr. Weizmanni’s 
present negotiations. These nego- 
tiations, it was declared, center 
around subjects which may deter- 
mine the post-war status of Pales- 
tine. 

It was learned here that Jewish 
Agency leaders in Palestine re- 
cently discussed, at a closed ses- 
sion of the Smal! Zionist Actions 
Committee, the project to partition 
Palestine into Arab, Jewish and 
neutral zones, which is reported 
to have been drawn up in Cairo. 
Though no further details are 


_ available, it is understood that the 


Actions Committee took a negative 
attitude towards this or any other 
partition project. 

The Colonial Office has declared 
that it “has no knowledge of the 
alleged partition plan.” Authorita- 
tive Jewish circles here told the 
Jewish Telegraph Agency that “no 
partition scheme has been sug- 
gested by Jewish bodies, nor sub- 
mitted to Jewish bédies.” It is un- 
derstood, however, that certain 
circles in London are aware of the 
existence of such a project which 
will apparently not be acceptable 
to the Zionists.

“We are rich in everything but money,” 
my father wou!d say with a smile. Then he would proceed to give away 
almost everything he owned. He would share also to comfort others 
who were “of little faith,” and “vast measure of content,” deep-rooted 
_ in his faith in God, the all-kind Father, and in His children, “each of 
whom has a breath of the- eternal within him.” Our mother would 
feed many beggars who came to the back door. Father would hover 
around, speak a few words to bring courage, and hurry to the fron: 
door to call the poor men back and give them a bit of silver! He be- 
lieved in the personal contact, in giving his smile, his clasp of the 
beggars’ hands, his “God bless you”—and father felt his own life en- 
riched by these experiences.

WHEN I WAS ABOUT 10, I rushed into my daddy’s study—he 
would never be so absorbed in his studies that he deprived his chil- 
dren of his companionship—“A beautiful lady with golden hair, blue 
eyes and a smile held my hand all the way home from school, and she 
told me to te’l you I was a sweet little girl. Daddy, when I grow big 
will I be as beautiful as that lady?” My father’s way with children 
was wise and understanding. He held me close to him and asked: 
“Do you think I am beautiful?” “The most beautiful man in the whole 
world?’ “But I am not even good-looking. You see, I love you. I try to 
make you happy and, because you know this, you think I am beau 
tiful.-This is a little secret between you and me, a way to make 
people think you are pretty.

Says Starvation Facing 
Half Shanghai Refugees 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
NEW YORK—If the war with 


Japan continues for several more 
years, at least half of the more 
than 20,000 Jewish refugees in 
Shanghai will be “useless if not 
dead,” it was revealed here by 
Laura Margolis, Joint Distribution 
Committee representative in 
Shanghai, who returned home 
aboard the Swedish exchange liner 
Gripsholm. 

Miss Margolis told a press con- 
ference that there are now about 
20,000 German refugees and 1,000 
Polish in the Japanese-occupied 
city. Despite heroic efforts to 
feed as many of the needy refu- 
gees as possible, there were only 
sufficient funds to provide one 
meal per day for 5,000 people at 
the time Miss Margolis left Shang- 
hai, she said. 

This money was borrowed locally 
by the JDC representatives on the 
promise that it would eventually 
be repaid by the home office in 
New York.

Here is a letter verbatim I re- 
ceived this week from a man who 
is devoting much of his time and 
money to the cause of the saving 
the Jews of Europe. The letter 
is so vivid and personal, that I 
hesitate to give the writer’s name. 
But I want you to see how a man 
feels who is so carried away by 
an idea that it affects his every 
thought. Because some will think 
this letter is from Dan Frisch, I 
want to point out that the writer 
does not live in Indianapolis at all; 
more than that, he is not a member 
of the Zionist Organization of 
America. 

I just arrived from New York 
where we were. occupied on ways 
and means to induce our govern- 
ment to establish camps in neutral 
countries for our escaping breth- 
ren. No doubt you have followed 
the hearings now going in Wash- 
ington on this subject. 


After working late last Sun- 
day night in smoke-filled discus- 
sion rooms, pouring over data and 
plans and listening to the tales of 
horror, I went back to my hotel 
room with a feeling of desperation 
and inner sickness. 

Words just cannot describe my 
anguish, and as husky as I am my 
body just quivered while my hands 
clenched the sheets of the bed 
while I tried to withhold my tears. 
tears. 

Sol Bloom is attacking us from 
every direction — Morganthau is 
silent—Baruch and many others 
who could solve the problem at 
least in part simply are mum. 

Where are’ these Jewish hearts 
that my mother spoke about when 
she was alive? Don’t they care? I 
feel a sinister cloud over my 
head. How long must Jews kiss 
the feet of non-Jew so that they 
can get permission to survive? Must 
we forever live on our knees? These 
and many perhaps foolish-sound- 
ing questions pour through my 
mind. 

Again I re-iterate what I told 
you. Only one solution remains 
and that is a Jewish State (on 
both sides of the Jordan); as ad- 
vocated by brilliant minds before. 
It is the only solution.

Lynch Bill Will Not Become Law—A Suggestion 


THE Lynch Bill to bar race hate material from 

the mails is not going to become law because 
no human can set the line of demarcation be- 
tween honest criticism and deliberate propa- 
ganda. Almost all liberal publications have, from 
time to time, attacked the Catholic Church for 
its espousal of Franco’s cause in Spain, and any 
ban could too easily be interpreted at the in- 
clination of the law-enforcing official to throttle 
others than those for whom ithe bill is intended. 

It seems to The Post that some method could 
be devised whereby, like agents for foreign gov- 
ernments, the names and backers of the printers 


of this material would by law appear as part 
of the printed matter. This is exactly the same 
technique which defeated the Ku Klux Klan. The 
membership lists of the organization were printed 
in the newspapers, and those that had hidden 
behind the anonymity of the hooded mask, were 
unveiled for public inspection. 

Of course some purveyors of hate literature 
like Carl Mote or Gerald L. K. Smith have no 
fear of appending their names to their propa- 
ganda, but if Mr. Smith were forced to list his 
Detroit backers, that might be something else 
again. 


Plan Is Good But National Groups Oppose It 


pasar STEPHEN S. WISE and the established 

Jewish leadership seems to be opposing the 
bill now before Congress to save the remnants 
of European Jewry because they did not happen 
to think of it first. The Emergency Committee to 
Save the Jewish People of Europe, which is com- 
posed of Jews and non-Jews and has no alle- 
giance to any national Jewish group, has stolen 
the ball from the these organizaztions so often 
that they are ready to tackle them even when 
they run for their own goal. 


The New York Herald Tribune and anyone 
else that will read the bill will support it. It 
asks that camps be set up in neutral countries 
to which escaping Jews can flee; it asks that 
the Allied Nations assume the financial respon- 
bility, and in order to steer clear of any of the 
problems connected with admission of Jews into 
the Allied Nations stipulates a limit of time 
until after the war when these people will 
be returned to their native lands or to some 
established haven. 


Needed—A Jewish Book of the Month Club 


N line with the celebration of Jewish Book 

Month from Nov. 20 to Dee. 19 and Jewish 
Book Week from Dec. 12 to Dec. 19, it would 
seem that a “Jewish Book of the Month Club” 
would go a long way towards accomplishing the 
very aim sought by the two observances, which 
is “to call attention to the wide and rich variety 
of books ef Jewish content that are available in 
English, Hebrew and Yiddish and to stimulate 
and interest the Jewish public in purchasing and 
reading these books.” 


The Book of the Month Club has been able 


to initiate into the habit of buying books, many 
people who heretofore purchased books only at 
the rarest intervals. A Jewish Book of the Month 
Club should be able to achieve the same desir- 
able end. Of course, the logical group to organ- 
ize such a club would be The Jewish Publication 
Society, and this new venture would not in any 
way compete with the present good work of he 
society. But in any event the time and the spirit 
is ripe for such a proposition, and no doubt there 
will be some enterprising publisher who will 
seize the opportunity and make money from it. 


The Probability of Uprisings 


FACTOR which does not seem to have been 

considered in discussions of post war Europe 
as far as the Jew is concerned is the possibility 
or rather probability of great civilian uprisings 
in the liberated countries. In other words—revo- 
lutions. 


What this can mean as far as the Jew is 
concerned is startling. The Polish Underground 
or the French Underground or even the liberals 
of Germany now in hiding, are free from anti- 


Semitic bias. They understand clearly that the 
Jew stands for everything they ‘stand for—free- 
dom. The Jew is his ally. 

If these forces assume control in the new 
Europe, then the lot of the Jew will be immeas- 
urably lightened. It won’t take a full year after 
American occupation for the Cremieux Laws to 
be restored, and there will be no need to keep a 
close watch on those elements in the present 
Polish Government-in-Exile, who want a return 
to the pre-war Anti-Semitic Poland,

Attacks on Jews or Catholics Same Thing, the 
Catholic Messenger Says—After reading Gus- 
tavus Myer’s volume, “History of Bigotry in the 
United States,” we could not help thinking that 
Catholics in this country should be the last people 
in the world to allow themselves to be infected 
by the virus of anti-Semitism. Nearly two hun- 
dred and fifty pages of Dr. Myer’s five hundred 
page book are devoted to the senseless, vicious, 
yet appallingly powerful anti-Catholic movements 
which have furnished the material for several of 
the darkest chapters in our nation’s history. 
These chapters are not a matter of the remote 
past. Some of them were written less than a gen- 
eration ago. Some of them may remain to be 
written tomorrow. All of them offer warning tv 
Catholics against giving the least countenance 
to similar movements against any race or creed, 
including Jews. 

Once we had the doubtful pleasure of skimming 
rapidly through the so-called Protocols of Zion, 


an illiterate and incoherent document professing 
to give the details of a conspiracy by the Jews 
to rule the world. This document has, time and 
time again, been shown to be a bare-faced and 
brazen forgery. Yet it is still circulated. Should 
this concern us as Catholics? Certainly. For an 
equally bare-faced and brazen tissue of lies, ‘“‘The 
Awful Disclosures of Mario Monk,” is, even today, 
offered as a true picture of convent life and the 
manners and morals of the priests and sisters 
of the church. What matters it that William S. 
Stone showed the book to be a lying impostuce 
as long ago as 1836? Like the Protocols of Zion 
it will continue to be received as truth as long 
as there are fanatical bigots, drunk on inherited 
hate, to read it. With the Protocols of Zion it 
should be despised and detested by every lover of 
the truth as an unprincipled manifestation of the 
blind bigotry which, attacking Catholics yester- 
day, turns on Jews today, Negroes tomorrow and 
perhaps Catholics again the day after.

As to the 
fact that some are disappointed jn 
the men nominated, I would say to 
them exactly exactly what they 
said to me, over the past eight 
years. “You can always nominate 
by petition, anyone you want to,”

ise to lead a fight to have the 
names of those nominated by pe. 
tition listed alphabetically with 
those nominated by the committee.

The British 
premier who then made a British king abdicate was no radical, but 
the Tory Mr. Baldwin, a man whose conservatism went so far as te 
amount to catalepsy. 


Edward VIII was made to abdicate for a cause that must be 
described as trifling in comparison with the reasons which obtain in 
Victor Emmanuel’s case. He had merely proposed honest marriage 
with a commoner, whereas Victor had maintained an unholy alliance 
for twenty-one years with the founder of fascism. 


Sforza proposes that Victor Emmanuel go, and that a regency be 
set up for his six-year-old grandson, ‘the Prince of Naples. Sforza 
is therefore, in the prefoundest sense, a defender of the monarchy, 
while his yipping American critics are merely defenders of the King; 
they ‘have assumed a thin and narrow position, and why so many 
good American republicans should behave like a clique of cavaliers, 
sworn to uphold the person of a king whom they have never seen, is 
ene of the minor mysteries of current controversy. What is Victor 
Emmanuel to them, or they to Victor Emmanuel, that they should 
cherish him so? 


Disorder, Tomorrow and Today 

It is said there will be disorder in Italy if the King should go. 
That is a curious argument, for there are disorders in Italy now; 
there were fist-fights at a political meeting in Naples only the other 
day; and these anti-Victor Emmanuel demonstrations arose, not 
because the King has gone, but because the King has not gone. 


Immediately thereafter, American military authorities on the spot 
were forced to issue a decree forbidding meetings of more than five 
persons for any cause. But we were told that if the King stayed, 
there would be civil order, arising from that circumstance alone. 
That magic has not worked; the King has stayed, yet we find we still 
need military ukases and arrests and penalties. We need and are 
using the same apparatus of repression which we feared we might 
need if we did exactly the opposite of what we are doing. We are 
always worrying about tomorrow’s disorder, not about today’s. 


We are maintaining by force the subtle policy which was going to 
eliminate the need for force. Why do we hang on to this royal left- 
over so? If the answer is that we desire to have the people of Italy 
say whether they want Victor Emmanuel or not, the precise answer 
to that answer is that we are not letting them say it. 

The Use of Symbols 


It is right that Victor Emmanuel should go, for when so great 
a mess is made as has been made of Italy, someone must pay for it. 
This is not merely an expression of vengelfulness; it is a law of life 
and of politics. Why do we hang on to this desolate specimen, quite 
as if it were unthinkable for a king to lose his seat? There comes 
a time, and it has often happened, when there is almost a physical 
need for the lightning flash that will clear the air. As for our dreary 
purpose of having the people of Italy vote among symbols later, in a 
calmer day, that is mere fancy paper-tearing. 

People do not vote among symobls; they do down to death with 
one, heave him into the ash-can, then rise to life with another. They 
need the new symbol in order to reach the new day.

THERE MUST BE A REASON 
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Device for Doubling Butter 


This has been a land, “flowing 
with milk and honey” for so long 
that many of us have forgotten 
about the olden days when there 
was not enough to go ’round. 


Take butter, for instance. Up to 
recently, it was just a case of 
going to your dairy store to order 
a pound or a half-pound of your 
favorite sweet butter. Not today, 
of course! Today, you would even 
take salt butter and say: “Thank 
you.” 


But butter shortages antedate 
the war by many decades. There 
was once a shortage of cows. But- 
ter was often short in those days 
until after the cows had freshened 
in the spring. Housewives had to 
learn the trick of making a little 
butter go a long way. It was only 
after butter became so plentiful 
that we forgot the tricks. 


Well, butter is scarce again 
today and it’s worth a lot of points 
and plenty of money when you can 
get it. We have to make it go a 
long way again. So, here are a few 
pointers on “how to stretch your 
butter supply.” 


Into a large bowl cut— 


% pound butter. 


Keep at room temperature to | 


soften, but not melt. 





Add milk mixture to butter and 
beat with wooden spoon until milk 
and butter are well blended. Shape 
by hand or press in mold and chill. 


Stretching Sandwich Butter 


A little butter may be made to 
go a longer way by mixing ahead 
of time with sandwich filling. Two- 
thirds less butter is used by this 
method than when spread in separ- 
ate layers: 


Let ingredients stand at room 
temperature until softened, but 
not melted. Mix in large bowl with 
wooden spoon until well creamed. 
Spread on bread, Leftover butter 
may be stored in the refrigerator 
to use later for hot breads, toast, 
muffins, waffles, pancakes. Here 
are proportions to go by: 


1% cup butter + % cup honey = 
spread for 14 to 16 slices bread.

This democracy 
cannot answer its challenges and 
meet its problems upon a basis of 
hate. Hate is an ingredient that 
always plays into the hands of 
demagogues, and ‘men-on-horse- 
back.’ A government operated by 
such people negates democratic | 
and Christian principles. 

“Some of these hate peddlers 
claim to be Christians. Christian- 
ity does not rest upon hate. Prac- 
tical exemplification of Christian 
principles in our daily relations 
with each other and with other 
nations would produce the sort of 
co-operation and teamwork needed 
to make democracy work as we 
want it to work here at home, and 
the sort of cooperation and teame- 
work needed to create a_ better 
world.”

WISE OPPOSES BILL 
TO RESCUE JEWS; 
HERALD TRIB FOR IT 


\ By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 


WASHINGTON—Terming the resolution for a commission to rescue 
the Jews of Europe “inadequate,” Dr. Stephen S, Wise this week called 
for an amendment to keep open the doors of Palestine as the “simplest 
way of helping the Jews of Europe.” Dr. Wise told the House Foreign 
Affrairs Committee that he was not discussing the establishment of a 
Jewish commonwealth, but that the failure to mention Palestine as 4 
haven meant that the resolution did not “touch the heart of the prob- 
lem.” i 

He charged that the Emergency Committee to Save the Jews of 
Europe has been using newspaper advertisements to misrepresent the 
bill as a proposal to open Palestine to immigration. “I know of no 
divergences among Jews with respect to this resolution,” he testified, 
He added that Jewish groups have been working together for several 
years on the problem of rescuing their co-religionists. 

Asked by Rep. Charles’: A. Eaton, New Jersey Republican, about the 
“propriety of a committee of the House serving notice on the British 
Parliament as to what action they should take,” Dr. Wise said that 
“morally and spiritually” the United States shared Britain’s mandate 
over Palestine. “We can suggest that the doors of Palestine be kept 
open because we are friends,” he said. 

The New York Herald-Tribune this week carried an editorial sup- 
porting the resolution, stating that “if anything can be done to stop 
the mass murder of a people, surely the American people must be 
willing to take the lead in doing so.”’ The editorial continues: ‘‘Certain 
it is that nothing will be accomplished to save Nazi Europe’s surviving 
Jews from methodical extermination by doing nothing. The resolution 
calls for affirmation of the American position, assumption by America 
of leadership in doing whatever may be done to save lives now. We 
should not hesitate to lead in so imperative a humanitarian cause.” 

The Emergency Committee to Save the Jewish People of Europe, 
which is sponsoring the resolution, issued a statement here pointing 
out that the resolution asks the establishment of an agency to deal 
with the situation of the trapped Jews in Europe and not with the prob- 
lems of refugees who have already escaped from occupied countries. 
The statement also stressed that the resolution has nothing to do with 
any political implications as far as Palestine or any other United 
Nations territory is concerned and is aimed exclusively at helping Jews 
to escape without any preconceived idea as to their post-war settle- 
ment.

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CANADA NEEDS REFUGEES AS REFUGEES NEED CANADA, TORONTO STAR SAYS

BORON TO—The influential Toronto Star, replying 


this week to a statement issued by the Canadian Corps, 
a veterans’ group objecting to the admission into Can- 
ada of refugees from Europe, stated that “Canada has 
room for refugees... . The fear of overpopulation is 
not one that need be entertained in a country with 
the natural resources that Canada possesses.” 


There has been much agitation against immigra- 
tion to Canada by various anti-Semitic and pro-Fascist 
groups here as a result of a petition which is being 
circulated throughout the Dominion, requesting the 
government to freely admit refugees from occupied 
Europe. The action of the authorities in announcing 
that they would permit refugees in Spain and Portugal 
to enter has also been a target for criticism in some 
quarters. 


The editorial appearing in the Star, entitled “Let the 
Refugees Enter,” stated: 

“The council of the Canadian Corps Association ob- 
jects to bringing large numbers of war refugees from 
Portugal to Canada. The association’s secretary sug- 
gests that this is the attitude of Canadian veterans 
generally. The subject is one which lends itself to dis- 
cussion under two heads: (a) The refugees’ need of 
Canada; ((b) Canada’s need of the refugees. Even 
if Canada did not need them, and they needed Canada, 
this Dominion would have an obligation to them which 
it would be bound in honor to perform. The parable 
of the Good Samaritan is as applicable today as when 
a man once fell among thieves on the road to Jericho. 

“And surely there is no disputing the fact that thes 
refugees do need a domicile somewhere, even if it be 
only a temporary one. To say that they should be left 


to Portugal or to Sweden is to argue just as those in 
the parable did when they passed by on the other side 
and left the responsibility to someone else. Canada 
has room for the refugees. She is a land of hope, a 
promised land of opportunity. She must not fail those 


who need her so badly. She must open her doors to 
them. 


“As a matter of fact, Canada needs them; needs their 
skills dnd their varied talents. They can make a con- 
tribution to our national life. . . . They will be pro- 
ducers, yes, but consumers as well. They will enlarge 
the home market for Canadian goods and produce, and 
will help to supply goods and produce, too. The fear 
of overpopulation is not one that need be entertained 
in a country with the natural resources which Canada 

possesses,”

Speaks On 


A Truce! A Truce 





: ws is a certain village of Dummkopf, of 

which you may have heard or, on the other 
hand, of which you may not have heard. You 
may know some of the natives of Dummkopf, or, 
at least, you know the descendants of Dumm- 
kopf natives. 

A native or a descendant of a Dummkopf na- 
tive is a person given a stupid behavior that is 
altogether in conflict with human experience. I 
recall a time in Dummkopf when the new town 
hall was torn down because of a flaw some of 
the inhabitants had found in one of the win- 
dows. 

There was another occasion when Dummkopf 
had a visitation of rats, but the village council 
decided to do nothing about it for the sake of 
the honor and glory of Dummkopf. For, if the 
matter were agitated, Dummkopf might becom: 
known as a ratty town among the neighboring 
communities. 

There are but a few samples of the main 
characteristic of Dummkopf. 

But the incident that is the subject of this 
Piece was climactic in the life of Dummkopf. The 
citizens of Dummkopf had had enough troubles 
already, what with everything, they had suf- 
fered an epidemic of measles; they had been 
busy all winter digging themselves out of an 
immense snow that had made no end of falling 
from December until March, They had been 
visited by a storm that blew away the mayor. 

Then, on top of everything, the sea arose and 
hammered at the dike. Though Dummkopf was 
reputed to be a village where people never learned 
anything, there was one thing they remembered 
well. They remembered the remote time when 
the sea broke through the dike and carried prac- 
ticallly everything off in the village. 

So when the sea began pounding at the dike, 
every: man left whatever he was doing and went 
to the dike to do what he could to strengthen it, 
and hold back the waters by might and main. 
The sea raged and roared and again and again 
threw itself against the dike, but the men of 
Dummkopf were staunch. 

It was in a brief lull of their labors, on the 
fifth day, that there began the melancholy events 
of which this is a report. History has the details 
from some of the survivors: The men of Dumm- 
kopf were sitting about waiting for the next 
blow of the sea when someone began a discus- 
sion of the nature of Dummkopf. 

“What is Dummkopf?” he began. 

At once there were many replies: Dummkopf 
was a village and could not expect ever to be any- 
thing more. Dummkopf was the germ of a great 
city that some day would be mistress of the seas. 
No! Dummkopf was cornerstone of a future em- 
pire that would give light and leading to all 
the people of the earth, 

The sea rose again with a mighty avalanche 
against the dike. 

The discussion went on: Dummkopf should be 
content to remain a village, and why should it 
stick its neck out by trying to be an empire? 


Dummkopf had a manifest destiny to be a great 
city whose towers from their illuminated heights 
would present light to the world. No! The empire 
of Dummkopf must be the goal! The empire of 
Dummkopf would bless all mankind. 

The sea howled with the howling of a million 
wolves, but its ominous sounds were swallowed 
up in the tumult of discussion on the nature of 
Dummkopf. One shouted that whoever wanted 
Dummkopf to be more than a village was the 
enemy of everybody in Dummkopf. Another cried 
out that all opponents of the plan to make a 
great city of Dummkopf were traitors, and what 
was lower than a traitor? The advocates of an 
empire shrieked anathema at all who would de- 
stroy the Dummkopf empire. . . . “Goths and 
Vandals!” 

The unhappy end of it all can well be imagined: 
In a moment when the controversy was loudest, 
the sea with one shattering blow pulverized the 
dike, swept over Dummkopf, carried it all away 
and of the inhabitants only those strong enough 
to climb the highest trees survived. 

I am reminded of this unhappy fate of Dumm- 
kopf by the bitter controversy in Israel who, in 
the moment of his greatest travail, has paused 
in the pursuit of his best interests to argue the 
nature of the Jew: Whether he is a member of a 
religious communion or a member of a nation or 
a citizen of a state not yet in being. 

Zionist and non-Zionist hurl invective at each 
other. Pamphleteers shoot their paper wads. Rab- 
binical brethren, dedicated and ordained to the 
idea of loving neighbors, are calling names. 
Musty old ghosts have come out of medieval 
tombs to demand excommunication. 

Meantime, the storms blow and the seas rise 
against the precarious protection of our walls. 
The multitudes perish. There is work of rescue 
to be done. Approaching is the hour when Israel, 
as with one voice, must speak for the rights and 
equality of Jews in the new world that is to be 
built. The fate of our work in Palestine and of 
the good life already established there for many 
hangs in the balance, 

But men wrestle in hateful strife over the one 
point of disagreement. The cries of the dying 
are swallowed up in the tumult of the babel of 
their voices. Pride of political opinion divides 
them in the critical hour when only by unity can 
Jewish life come to the attainment of justice and 
its rightful place: in a civilized world. 

A truce on all sides. A truce on political con- 
troversy, a truce on vituperation and backbiting, 
a truce on pamphleteers and columnists. I my- 
self a non-Zionist, am the first to make the pledge 
that henceforth nothing more shall come out cf 
me to feed the flames. I have said my say and to 
say more is only to be spiteful. 

For God’s sake, let’s get together toward the 
accomplishment of the many things on which we 
agree. The politics can wait or can be compro- 
mised. A truce! Otherwise we shall deserve the 
fate of Dummkopf.—(c) 1948 Seven Arts Feature 
Syndicate.
